“ W hilt the merchant fleet 
in 
th# 
U nited State* continues to decline, the 
num ber of Soviet 
commercial vessels 
continues to rise.” 
T he word* are taken from a brief 
item in the New York Time*. And they 
are substantiated by * recital of fact* 
produced by authoritative source*, 
T he present Soviet merchant fleet 
consist* of about 900 ship*—almost a* 
m any as the 978 w hich operated under 
the U. S. flair at the beginning of this 
year. A year before w e had 1,008 mer­ 
chant vessel*. Moreover, th* Soviet Un­ 
ion is engaged in rn m assive program 
o f merchant ship construction. The goal 
is a total of 4,500 vessels by 1980. 
Still another aet o f figures indicates 
the gravity of our position, last year 
we accounted for ju st under SO iiercent 
of th e world's waterborne cargo. 
Put 
our commercial fleet carried less than 


l l percent of our own exports and Im­ 
ports. 
Going on, A ssistant Secretary o f th* 
Navy Belieu has reported that, in th e 
fiscal year ending June 80,1961, the S o ­ 
viet merchant fleet increased 30 tim es 
ss fast as our own. 
So much for the facts and statistics. 
What is their significance? The T im es 
cite* something written by the editor of 
Marine Kngineering-Log, a leading pub­ 
lication in its field. 
The gist of it is 
"that th# Soviet build-up will provide 
her with a massive merchant fleet, ade­ 
quate for a showdown either m ilitarily 
or in a war of commerce.” 
Could there he more powerful a rg u ­ 
ments in favor o f stimulated govern ­ 
mental efforts to vitalise jhe ll. S.-flag 
merchant marines . . . or to encourage 
American shippers to 
use our 
sh ip s 
whenever possible?

Gold And Stability 


In the quiet tone#* reserved for a 
really important m atter which cannot 
be discussed with excitem ent, the ade­ 
quacy of the international gold stand­ 
ard is now under review , 
It grows increasingly clear that new 
arrangements need to be made. 
They 
should he, and can lie. made simply. All 
countries except the United States are 
now substantially on a managed cur­ 
rency basis. The U nited States would 
join them. 
T his change will not cause any upset 
if handled carefully. T here would be no 
devaluation of the dollar, no competitive 
devaluation between world currencies. 
T here would merely he an end to the 
autom atic convertibility pf the dollar 
into metallic gold. 
Speculation would lie inhibited but 
not trade. Indeed th e change would only 
recognize the actual situation which 
now underlies the technicality. If unfor­ 
seen events wert to caus* a serious run 
on the dollar, exports of gold would lie 
suspended 
without 
delay. 
Everyone 
know s this svsn now . 
W hy is a change needed? There are 
tw o main reasons. 
First, th# physical supply of gold 
has not grown nearly as fast as th# 
complex of world trade 
which rests 
upon i t A Axed am ount of gold, pius a 
m odest yearly increase from the mines, 
has to settle international balances on a 
volum e of trade w hich is expanding at 
a phenomenal rate. I t s not unlike a

slow growing food supply and a rapidly 
expanding population. 
Second, the automatic link between 
dollar and gold is forcing the U nited 
States to modify important dom estic 
and foreign policies. 
To oversimply t low interest rates are 
desirable 
to 
quicken 
the 
Am erican 
growth rate. But high interest rates are 
necessary to keep foreign sim u la tiv e 
and investment money in the U nited 
States, lf these funds were withdrawn, 
the gold outflow would become d anger­ 
ously large again. 
Similarly: the United States it still 
involved in foreign aid- it provides both 
military and economic support to build 
the strength of the free world. Y et th is 
spending abroad puts pressure on the 
otherwise favorable United States bal­ 
ance of trade and on its gold. 
There is no immediate 
crisis. 
The 
Treasury is doing brilliantly lioth In 
reducing the gold outflow toward the 
vanishing point, and in managing the 
relationship of the dollar to other nrtir- 
rencies. Co-operation by world bankers 
is exemplary. So there is time to con- 
aider the long-range prospect with calm. 
And in the long run, it seems increas­ 
ingly clear that a stronger and more 
modem base is needed for international 
tis n.sac I ion s. It isn't prudent to be con­ 
tinually exerting the utmost in expert 
management in order to make do with 
a steadily less adequate mechanism of 
exchange.

Also, the ship is the first of 
several hundred Russian vessels 
carrying arm s and other supplies 
Co Cuba that has been in direct 
communication with the Kremlin 
throughout its entire Journey. 
US. military intelligence offi­ 
cers following the reports on the 
Soviet “mystery” ship believe 
that the vessel contains the most 
important cargo Russia has ship­ 
ped to Cuba since Castro came 
to power.

No mat­ 
ter how many tim es we wax it, 
the finish remains dull. Can you 
tell us bow to restore the glossy 
finish'* 
ANSWER: Thus could be due to 
a number of things, It may be 
that there just isn't any glossy 
finish on the wood to restore. In 
that case, the wax will od auto­ 
matically bring hack tile farmer 
high gloss, which probably was 
varnish or lacquer. Another possi­ 
bility is that you have been apply­ 
ing wax periodic'•ally for a long 
time without ever removing any 
ct the old coats of wax. 
Your best bet is to remove ail 
the wax on the wood. Sometimes 


lids can be done with turpentine, 
but m ore often It require* the use 
ai a commercial wax rem over. 
When ail the sax ha* been re- 
moved, apply a single coat of 
new wax and see whether you' 
can buff it to a gloss. If not, the 
wood need* a new varnish or lac­ 
quer fcruah. 
lf you plan on a refinishing Job, 
be sore to remove that new coat 
of w-ix you put on 
A fter that, 
you’M have to decide w hether to 
get right down to the bare wood 
and then refinish or apply a new 
coat on toe old. In m ost oases, 
you TI get a better result by re­ 
moving all the old finish 
and 
starting anew.

The only exception would be if 
your husband has a "discretion­ 
ary account”— under which the 
broker could buy or sell stocks 
without consulting your husband.

"margin cal]." That means your 
husband will have to put up more 
collateral — either more cash or 
other securities. If your husband 
doesn’t meet that margin call, 
the hroker has every right in the 
world to sell the stocks in your 
husband’s account. 
As long as the broker involved 
is with s 
reputable brokerage 
house, don’t worry about him do­ 
ing the "right and honest thing.” 
You had better start pressing 
Friend Husband. Ifs obvious that 
he is having all his mail from 
the brokerage house sent else - 
where — perhaps to his place of 
business. 
That might very well lead to 
all kinds of complications, if your 
spouse dies or becomes seriously 
ill. A wife should be familiar with 
family finances. 
Furthermore, the average fam­ 
ily should never trade on margin. 
And ifs amply too risky to "put 
practically all your savings” in 
stocks — even when you own the 
stocks outright, without any bor­ 
rowing on margin. 
You had better get your hubby 
squared awny, before he starts 
hocking the living-room furniture. 
Investing for a family's future 
is one tiling — a darned g o o d 
thing. 
Trading on margin and keeping 
financial secrets from a wife or 
husband 
are 
entirely different 
tilings—darned dangerous things.
